¥ ET he who laugh* with 
criminal scorn at the true 
axiom "CRIME DOES NOT

who know. 

Twelve year* ago the author 
shared a cell on "One Row" 
in the east building of the 
Teui Prison with James Gil- 
lespie, better known to the in- 

matr, ,md officials as "Dago," 
or Sleeplc-Jaci^ As might be 
avcurned. Dago was of Italian 
deKcnt, dark, robust and of 
medium height. He boasted 
that he could climb the tallest 
spire of human architecture 
with grace and case. He said 
dther climber* might call them- 
selro "human flies" but that 
he could go still higher; there- 
fore he was entitled to the 
Utfc of Human Fly Speck. 

Not allot this mighty claim 
wai alt right with the officials 
of the Texas Prison, and it 
was a problem solved for the 
warden.
